Instead of a castle, he sees a chair; instead of a garden, there is 
a carpet; instead of horsemen, there are boots by the door; instead of a blue stream, the child sees a bath and a 
watering can. The child tries to find the magic land but in vain.

TOPIC: FOOD- WHERE DOES IT COMES FROM? 


Q: Why we need food? 

Ans: We need food for the following reasons:- 

1. Food gives us the energy to do various things. 

2. It helps our body to grow and repair itself. 

3. It helps our body to fight diseases. 

Q: Give two examples of cereals and pulses. 

Ans: The two examples of pulses are beans and peas. 

Q: Where do we get milk from? Name two products that are made from milk. 

Ans: We get milk from animals such as cows, goats etc. The two products made from milk are butter and cheese. 
Q: Define herbivores? 

Ans: Herbivores are animals that eat only plants. They have sharp, cutting teeth in front and flat grinding teeth at 
the back. 

Q: Define Omnivores. 

Ans: Animals that eat plants as well as flesh of other animals are known as Omnivores. 

Q: List the different parts of plants that we eat. Give two examples of each? 

Ans: The different parts of plants that we eat are:- 
Root, stem, leaf, flower, fruit and seed. 

The two examples of each part of plant are:- 
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1 . Root: Carrots and radish. 

2. Stem: potato and ginger. 

3. Leaf: Spinach and cabbage. 

4. Flower: Cauliflowers and broccoli. 

5. Fruit: Apple and oranges 

6. Seed: Cereals and pulses. 

Q: Describe two characteristics each of herbivores, carnivores and Omnivores. 

Ans: The two characteristics of herbivores are:- 

1 . Herbivores have wide and blunt premolars and molars to grind the grass easily. 

2. Herbivores have long and sharp incisors that help them to grab & cut food. 

The two characteristics of carnivores are:- 

1 . Carnivores have long pointed, curved beaks to tear flesh. 

2. They have long, sticky tongue to catch their prey. 

The two characteristics of omnivores are: 

1. Omnivores have special teeth to eat both plants as well as the flesh of other animals. 

2. They have sharp pointed beak to eat a variety of food. 

TOPIC:- COMPONENTS OF FOOD. 

Q: What are the two types of carbohydrates? Give two food sources of each. 

Ans: Sugar and starch are two types of carbohydrates. Honey & sugarcane are rich sources of sugar. Cereals such 
as rice and potato are rich sources of starch. 

Q: What are two types of fats? Give two sources of each. 

Ans: The two types of fats are saturated fats & unsaturated fats. Olive oil & mustard oil are rich sources of 
unsaturated fats. While as cheese and butter are rich sources of saturated fats. 

Q: What are the causes and symptoms of anaemia? 

Ans: Deficiency of vitamin B 12 & iron causes anemia. The symptoms of anaemia are: Pale skin, tiredness, loss of 
appetite and headache. 

Q: Why are dietary fibre and water important parts of food? 

Ans: Dietary fibre helps undigested food to pass through the digestive system quickly. Absence of dietary fibre 
leads to a condition called constipation. 

Water performs several major function in the body, including absorption of nutrients from food & removal 
of wastes through sweat & urine. Excessive loss of water from our body leads to a condition called dehydration. 
Thus dietary fibre and water are important part of food. 

Q: List some ways to prevent loss of nutrient from food? 

Ans: Some practices that should be avoided are as under:- 

1 . Washing fruits and vegetables after cutting or peeling them. 

2. Washing rice and pulses several times. 

3. Using excessive water for cooking and throwing away this water later. 

4. Over cooking. 




TOPIC: SEPARATION OF SUBSTANCES 

Q: Name the methods used to separate solids from solids. 

Ans: The methods used to separate solids from solids are; Hand picking, sieving, threshing and winnowing.

Q: When can hand picking be used to separate a mixture? a 

Ans: Hand picking can be used to separate a mixture when the undesirable substances are different from the food^ 
grains in shape size, or colour. This method is convenient when the undesirable components are present in small 
quantities and the quality of mixture is small. 

Q: What is sedimentation and decantation? 

Ans: Sedimentation is the process in which the heavier, insoluble solid settles down in a solution. 

The process of pouring out the liquid without disturbing the sediment is called decantation. 

Q: Define solution. Name two components that make up a solution. 

Ans: A solution is formed when a substance has mixed or dissolved completely with a liquid. The two components 
that make up a solution are solute and solvent. 

Q: How can you increase the solubility of sugar in water? 

Ans: Solubility of sugar in water can be increased by increasing the temperature of water. 

Q: What is a mixture? Why do we need to separate the components of mixture? 

Ans: Two or more substances mixed together in such a way that they can be separated easily form a mixture. 

We need to separate the components of mixture for the following reasons: - 
4 To remove unwanted substances; for example small stones and insects are removed from cereals and 
pulses before cooking. 

-> To obtain useful components; for example petrol, cooking gas, wax and other useful things are obtained by 
separation of crude oil. 

To obtain highly pure substance. 

Q: Describe the different processes used to separate insoluble solids from liquids. 

Ans: Insoluble substances which are heavier than the liquid are separated by sedimentation and decantation or by 
filtration. 

Sedimentation is the process in which heavier particles of an insoluble solid in a liquid settle down the particles 
that settle down form the sediment. Decantation is the process of pouring out the liquid without disturbing the 
sediment. The process by which two substances are separated by passing the mixture through a fdtering device is 
called filtration.

Q: What are reversible changes? 

Ans: A Change that can be turned back or reversed is called a reversible change. 

Q: What are irreversible changes? Give examples. 

Ans: A change that can be turned back or reversed is called an irreversible change. Eg; burning of wood, cooking 
of food, bursting of a balloon etc.

Ans: Aim of the experiment:- 

To snow that gases expand on heating and contracts cooling. 

Stems used: 

Two plastic bottles, two bowls (one containing hot water and the other cold water) two ballons, and thread. 
Procedure :- 

1 . Take two balloons and tie them over the mouth of two separate bottles. 

2. Keep one bottle in the bowl containing hot water and the other in the bowl containing cold water. 

Result:- 

After sometime, the size of the balloon tied over the mouth of the bottle placed in hot water increases while the 
another balloon shrinks. 

It happens because air expands on heating and contracts on cooling. 

TOPIC: FIBRE TO FABRIC 
Q: What is fibre? Name the different types of fibres. 

Ans: Fibre is a thread or filament from which a vegetable tissue, mineral substance, or textile is formed The two 
types of fibres are: Natural and synthetic fibres. 

Q: What is spinning? Name a tool that is used for spinning cotton yard. 

Ans: The process of making yam from fibres is spinning. The tool used for spinning yard is hand spindle (takli) or 
wheel (charkha). 

Q: What are the conditions required for cotton plants to grow? 

Ans: Cotton plant requires a warm climate with moderate rainfall and grows well in black soil. 

Q: Name four plant fires other than cotton and jute. 

Ans: The four plant fibre other than cotton and jute are flax, silk cotton (kapok), hemp and coir. 

Q: What is wearing? Name the machines used for weaving. 

Ans: The process of making fabric by crossing two sets of yarn over and under each other is called weaving. It is 
done on machines called looms, which can be hand-operated (hand loom) or power-operated (power loom). 

Q: What are conditions required for jute to grow? How are jute fibres obtained? 

Ans: Jute Plant grows well in a variety of soil types and in regions that receives a lot of rain. 

Jute fibres are obtained from the stem of the jute plant. They are naturally glued together by a sticky 
substance which is removed by keeping the stem in water to loosen the fibres by the process of ritting. The 
loosened fibres are stripped from the stem, washed and dried. 
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Q: Describe the two processes by which fabric is made from fibres. 

Ans: The two processes used for making fabric out of fibres are knitting and weaving. 

a) Knitting:- The process of making fabric by forming a series of connected loops of yam is called knitting. 
Knitting is done by hand using knitting needles and also by machines. 

b) Weaving:- The process of making fabric by crossing two sets of yarn over and under each other is called 
weaving. It is done on machines called looms which can be hand operated (hand-loom) or power operated 
(power-loom). 

TOPIC: GETTING TO KNOW PLANTS 

Q: Distinguish between taproot system and fibrous roots system. 

Ans: Taproot system consists of single root called tap root, which grows straight down into the ground. Smaller 
roots called lateral roots arise from it. Examples: - Mango, neem, Pine, pea, carrot and beet root. While as fibrous 
root system consists of many hair like roots that arise from base of the stem. Examples: - Grapes, maize, wheat, 
onion, sugar cane & rice. 

Q: Name three plants that bear storage roots. 

Ans: The three plants that bear storage roots are carrot, radish and beetroot. 

Q: Describe the modification of stem to store food. Give examples. 

Ans: Some plants have special stems called tuber that grow underground and are swollen to store excess food in 
them e.g; sweet potato and rhizome. 

Q: List the main function of leaf. What are the two types of leaf venation? 

Ans: The main function of leaf are:- 

1 . Making food for plant. 

2. Exchange of gases 

3. Loss of water. 

The two types of leaf venation are:_ 

1 . Parallel venation. 

2. Reticulate venation. 

Q: Name and describe the different modifications of stem. Give examples. 

Ans: The different modifications of stem are as under: - 

1 . In some plants stem are modified into roots for the storage of food eg; potato and ginger. 

2. Some stem have fleshy leaf like stems that contain chlorophyll and prepare food for the plant by carrying 
out photosynthesis e.g; cactus. 

3. In some plants stem are modified into tendrils for support e.g; grapes and passion fruit. 

Q: How can plants be classified based on their stem? Give two examples of each. 

Ans: Plants are classified on the basis of their stem as under; - 

1 . Herbs ;- herbs are short and have soft stems. They have no or few branches for example grass and 
coriander. 

2. Shurbs;- Shurbs are medium-sized and have woody stem that are not too thick. Their branches arise from 
the base of stem e.g; rose and hibiscus. 

3. Tree:- Trees are tall and have thick woody stems their branches arise from upper part of the stem e.g; 
mango and pine tree.

Ans:-The Indus valley people paid a lot of important to hygiene because the people were extremely particular 
about health & sanitation, which was evident from the excellent drainage system of the Indus valley.

Ans:-Harappans had trade links with other countries as many seals of Harappa have been excavated in 
Mesopatamia which were used by traders as stamp for their goods.

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Ans:-The Indus Valley people built their cities with proper planning and according to a set pattern. A typical 
city could house about 40,000 people. The city was generally divided into two sections-The upper town called 
citadel and the lower town. The citadel was fortified and built on a raised platform or mound. The lower town 
which was at a lower level contained houses for the people living in the city. 

Q7:-Discuss the possible cause for the decline of the Indus Valley civilization? 

Ans:-The Indus Valley civilization came to an end around 1500 BCE. Some historians believed that the 
possible cause for the decline of the Indus Valley civilization were natural calamities like earthquakes, 
epidemics, periodic floods & foreign invasions etc.
